DEPORTATION OF JEWS. 

Englishmen who have gone to the Moscow 
Exhibition strongly condemn the spectacles 
they have been compelled to witness of the 
{)]-treatment of the Jews. The action ofthe 
Russian authorities is described by one cor- 
respondent as being more inhuman than any- 
thing of the kind known in this generation 
and as apparently aimed at the whole Jewish 
population of between fourand five millions 
whom the Czar is anxious either to exter- 
minate orto drive out of Russia. Children 
and parents have, in many instances, been 
separated inthe hurry of deportation and 
hundreds of deaths are clearly traceable to 
the sudden exodus. 


THE MANIPUR MASSACRE. 


OPINIONS EXPRESSED BY THE LONDON PRESS— 
THE GOVERNMENT TO BLAME. 

Lowpoxr, May 16.—The Times, in a carefully 
written article on the Manipur massacre, 
blames Commissioner Quinton for the 
smallness of the force employed and the In- 
dian Government forapprovingthe plan to 
summon the Senaputty without first warn- 
ing him that he would be treated as a crim- 
inal, 

The Standard remarks the mearegness of 
the information on essential points contained 
in the Manipur dis patches. The paper ex- 
onerates Commissioner Quinton of any in- 
tention of treachery on the ground that he 
might have arrested the Senaputty when the 
letter met and greeted him, but refrains 
from placing the blame on anybody. 

The News says that the Manipur biue book 
establishes most decisively the fact that the 
Government is responsibie for the Manipur 
disaster. The paper adds that the dispatches 
are very sleek and official, omitting all men- 
tion of the crafty design to arrest the Sena- 
putty, Dut says itis clear that Commissioner 
Quinton had no dtscretionary power worthy 
ot the name. Whatever his faults of judg- 
ment were they were redeemed by his splen- 
cid courage. 

The Teigraph regrets the vagueness of the 
explanations in regard to the smaliness of 
the British forces at Manipur. 

The Chronicle blames Commissioner Quinton 
for his high-handed incompetence, but says 
the Viceroy cannot be absolved of blame, see- 
ing that he failed to insure that an adequate 
force be employed. 

All the papers call for the severe punish- 
ment of the Senaputty. It is certain that the 
Opposition will take the Government strongly 
to task for the disaster when the session of 
Parliament is resumed. 


CAN’T TRUST PARNELL.

TAKING OFF THE TAX. 


NEW REGULATION OF CUSTOMS REVENUE IN 
MEXICO. 


WasSHINGTON, D. C., May 16. It is reported 
here that the Mexican Government is about 
to make a change in its system of taxation 
which will be of tremendous importance to 
all persons having business connections with 
that republic. Heretofore the state and 
municipal governments in the republic have 
im posed a tax of 5 per cent upon all imported 
articles. Under the new plan all interior 
custom-houses are to be abolished, and a 
customs tax will only be collected at the 
port of entry. The sources from customs 
duties will be retained by the general: gov- 
ernment. In place of tax by state govern- 
ments on imported articles heretofore c>»l- 
lected a consumer’s tax of 8 per cent ad val- 
orem is to be charged on all articles except 
„ ts and tobacco. This tax is to be col- 

ed for twenty years, and the tax on 
spirits and tobacco will be determined by 
special regulations. 


MACDONALD’S DOWNFALL.

If the Tory 
party alone were in dangerthe case would 
not be so grave, butitis notorious that the 
best men are troubled and perplexed about 
the immediate future of the country. 

REFUSE TO ACCEPT AMERICAN SILVER. 

St. Tuomas, Ontario, May 16.—The local 
banks have deen in the habit of receiving 
American silver at par, which they were ac- 
customed to ship back to the other side. 
Owingto the American banks refusing to 
longer accept the silver currency of their own 
country at par, as is alleged, the banks here 
have been compelled to refuse to accept the 
American silver from their customers.

ATROCITIES IN SERVIA—ANTI-SEMITIC RIOTS—

Loxpox, May 16.—Unconfirmed dispatches 
from Belgrade report the Arnauts of Old 
Servia as being in insurrection. The Arnauts 
are said to be abducting and ravishing 
Christian girls, committing robberies, tor- 
turing the people and perpetrating all man- 
ner of atrocities. . The Christians are so thor- 
oughly intimidated that they have closed 
their shops and fortified themselves against 
attack as best they can.

WISCONSIN BRIGANDS. 


FACTS REVEALED BY THE AULFUS§ MURDER 
NEAR MILWAUKEE. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 16.—The murder of 
Aulfuss, the old soldier whose body was 
found Sunday night ina creek near the Sol- 
diers’ Home, has resulted in the discovery 
that a regular system of brigandage has flour- 
ished in the neighborhood of the grounds. 
All about the grounds and as closeto the 
grounds as the law will allow them to locate 
arelow dives and groggeries, in which for 
years the veterans have been plied with 
liquor and then robbed. The competition 
grew so brisk, however, that enterprising 
robbers favored the plan of catching the vet- 
erans on the outside. The grounds of the Na- 
tional Home are extensive and are heavily 
wooded, and about them are other patches 
of heavily timbered land. The 
are five miles from the center of the city and 
beyond the city limits, so that the police pro- 
tection is none of the best. In these woods 
and along the roadways and leading 
into the grounds smal! bands of waymen, 
many being composed of old soldiers, who 
have been discharged from the Home have 
made a practice of lying In ambush for 
belated veterans returning from the city. 
The investigation brought about by the 
Aulfuss murder has developed the fact that 
hundreds of men have thus been waylaid and 
robbed within the last year. Gov. Hathaway 
ofthe Home has been enlisted in the crusade 
with the local authorities and they propose 
to rid the district of the robbers. A large 
force of special officers are out there and they 
will promptly arrest any suspicious parties in 
the neighborhood.

Their Future Action to Be Determined 
_ To-Day—Other Roads May Be Drawn 
Into the Fight Against the Switehmen 
—What the Contiuctors’ Delegates Say

CHICAGO, III., May 16.—A meeting of the 
council of twelve representing the United 


Trainmen of the Country, including brake- 
men, switchmen, conductors and locomotive 
firemen, to be held here this afternoon, will 
decide whether or not to call out on strike ev- 
ery employe of the Northwestern road repre- 
sented in the council, Many, ists said, go so 
far as to inaugurate a war against other 
roads, said to be secretly alding the North- 
western in its fight against its switchmen. 
Several members ofthe council arrived this 
morning, and at once held a preliminary 
meeting. These gentlemen were: F. P. Sar- 
gent, Grand Master of the Brotherhood of 
Firemen; 8. F. Wilkinson ofthe Brotherhood 
of Trainmen, and Frank Sweeney of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association. 

**I can’t tell you what we will do,“ said Mr. 
Sargent, ‘‘As I know nothing about the status 
of affairs except from what I have read in the 
papers. However, we are going to look into 
the whole matter, and I expect all the coun- 
cil here by this afternoon,’’ 

**We hope to avoid a general strike, said 
Mr. Sweeney, ‘‘but the trainmen are united 
and can stand together for a long fight, and 
we intend to get our rights.’’ 

Later Mr. Sargent hinted that there would 
be trouble along several roads unless the 
Northwestern switchmen were reinstated. 
He said the locOmotive firemen were never in 
better condition to stand a long fight, and he 
understood the other organizations repre- 
sented in the council were equally well pre- 
pared, 


WHAT THE CONDUCTORS SAY.

BIERSTADT’S CONTRIBUTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16.—Mr. Albert 
Bierstadt, the celebrated artist, will do his 
share towards commemorating the 400th an- 
niversary of the discovery of America by 
painting a mammoth historical picture of 
Waltings Island, which is held by the major- 
ity of geographical authorities to have been 
the first land touched by Columbus. Mr. Bier- 
stadt has just returned froma visit to Walt- 
ings Island, where he made numerous 
sketches for the picture, which will be fin- 
ished in time to exhibit at Chicago.

MISSING ARTHUR GUI. 


Facts Which Show That He Committed 
Suicide in England. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., May 16.—Arthur Dean 
Queal, aged 27,a member of the real estate 
firm of O. H. Queal & Oo. of this city, 
mysteriously disappeared on the evening 
of Dec. 7, 1889. Every effort was made at the 
time to discover some clew of his where- 
abouts, but without success. On the 10th of 
April last, E. C. Sattley, cashier 
of the Kansas City Safe De- 
posit and Savings Bank, received 
through the mall a small package contain- 
ing a Key attached to a brass tag on which 
was engraved the name of the safe deposit 
bank and the number of the key. The key 
was from the Coroner of Central Middlesex 
London. Upon comparison with the number 
of the safe deposit vaults it was discovered 
thatthe key belonged to the vault rented 
to Queal at the time of  diappear- 
ance. Communication with the Coroner 
from whom the key was received elicited the 
fact that the key wastaken fromthe body of 
the young man who had com- 
mitted suicide by drowning in 
the river near London in the month of April, 
1690. Photographs of Queal were forwarded 
to the Coroner and established beyond a 
doubt that the body of the suicide was tha 
of the missing Arthur Queal.

CATTLE ON SHIPS. 


— 


Inhumanity Practiced in the Transat 
lantic Trade. 


OR WATER. 


Cruel Treatment by the Men in Charge— 
The Custom of Employing Stifts 
Report of a Special Committee Ap- 
pointed to Investigate and Recommend 
New Regulations 


Loxpox, May 16.—The transatiantic Cattle 

trade Committee to-day competed a volumin- 
ous report upon the subject which they have 
been investigating. After an elaborate re- 
view of the history and present condition of 
the transatlantic cattle trade, the report 
gives an implied approval of the United 
States regulations for the inspection and 
shipment of cattle. 
According to the report ocean steamships 
which are only occasionally chartered for the 
ocean cattle trade have in some instances an 
unsatisfactory class of officers whoare gen- 
erally speaking without experience in this 
particulartrade. The fittings and ventila- 
tion of such ships are also frequently un- 
adapted to the uses to which they are put. 

In regard to the management of cattle in 
transit across the ocean the report admits 
that the foremen engaged for the voyage are 
usually experienced and skillful men. On the 
other hand, it is added, the men who are em- 
ployed under these foremen to feed, water 
and otherwise attend to the cattle while 
traveling across the Atlantic are generally 
unskilled, andin many instances totally un- 
able physically to endure the exertion, priva- 
tions and natural hardships of a rough voy- 
age across the ocean from America to En- 
gland. 

WITHOUT FOOD OR WATER. 

The report also says that the dificult and 
dangerous duties of attending cattle in ship- 
ment to Europe are badly paid and that the 
*‘cattlemen,’’ as they are termed, are tre- 
quently compelled to work for nothing. Asa 
result of this state of affairs the cattle 
are often left without food or 
water for considerable periods, espe- 
clally in rough or cold weather when 
the cattlemen are suffering from sen sickness 
or other troubles. The accommodations and 
food provided for the cattlemen, the report 
continues, are often inadequate and in num- 
erous instances it is shown that the 
cattle on shipboard have been treated 
with great cruelty. But, the re- 
port here adds, the allegations of 
Mr. Samuel Plimsoll (formerly a member of 
Parliament and known to fame as the origin- 
ator of the Plimsoll line on board ship which 
prevents overloading to some extent) to the 
effect that great and systematic cruelty is 
practiced upon cattle on board the cattle 
ships, is not supported in the evidence taken 
by the committee. 

Among the witnesses examined by the com- 
mittee was one who said that he had seen 
men spitting tobacco juice into the eyes of 
exhausted cattle and that he had also seen 
men pouring water into the ears and nostrils 
of cattle to make them rise to their feet. The 
committee’s report admits that it is very 
dificult to arrive at the exact 
truth. as to the cruelties to cattle 
which it is claimed cattle on board ship are 
subjected to owing to the fact that it is in the 
interest of all concerned to conceal the real 
facts. The committee, however, is inclined 
to believe that cruelty to cattle is rarely 
practiced except by the inferior class of 
eattlemen already referred to, and who are 
known in the slang of the trade as ‘‘stiffs.’’ 

AS TO INSURANCE. 

Continuing the report says that indirect- 
ly the conditions ot the insurance of cattle 
shipped to Europe are such as to entall a 
certain amount of suffering. The certificates 
of insurance, it appears, generally state 
that no claim can be made for any animals 
landed alive, however much they have 
been injured during the voyage. It is 
the belief of cattle foremen in this connection 
that no insurance Will be paid unless the an- 
mal dies a natural death. In contradiction of 
this the representatives of the insurance 
companies state that they do not make 
it a condition of payment of insurance 
that no beasts should be slaughtered 
on ‘the voyage. The evidence of 
cattlemen, however proves that the cattle- 
mendo not know this or they consider it

The dele- 
gation later visited the cornice and sheet iron 
workers at the Carondelet Electric and Ice 
Plant Works. It is averred that the 
men there were asked to quit work until they 
got what was demanded by the union. Little 
attention was paid tothe delegation. The 
other shops of this kind are being run on the 
union scale.

lavish subsidies, expenditures and in- 
creased taxation upon the laborer’s house, 
fuel, food and clothes. 

Too much of that kind of legislation is 
just what is the matter—the very thing 
that has thrown our burdens out of proper 
balance and given organized and concen- 
trated capital its undue and oppressive 
power over the moneyless toiling and pro- 
ducing masses in every walk of industry. 
The discontent of the people with the rule 
of plutocracy is so manifest that both of 
the old parties must take notice of it and 
bend to it. A well directed agitation might 
reform both or defeat them, but a Jack 
Cade movement promising to advance 
special class interests by a further abuse of 
government powers is anything but 
formidable to the reign of plutocracy in 
politics. The most it can do is to put its 
leaders in a good trading position for 1892.

THE people of St. Louis have abundant

IMPORTANT INSUBANCE CASE. 


Involving Payment of Claim to Heirs of a 
tuicide. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 15.—Judge Caldwell 
of the United States Cireult Court handed 
down an important decision yesterday in a 
case involving the payment of life insurance 
to the heirs of a suicide. 

The title of the suit was: Wm. H. Berry et 
al. against the Knights Templars and Masonic 
Life Indemnity Co. The case was tried 
at the last termof the United States Circuit 
Court when it was shown that John B. Berry 
took out a policy in the above named com 
pany for ,. The conditions of the policy 
provided that tn case of self-destruction the 
policy should become void. 

On Nov. 7, 1883, committed suicide by 
hanging. The holders of the policy made due 
proof of Berry’s death and demanded pay- 
ment of the policy. The company refused to 
pay upon the ground that the policy was void 
by reason of the suicide conditions. 

In his decision Judge Caldwell says; ‘*The 
clause in the policy deciaring it void in case 
of the suicide of the assured is itself void un- 
der the, a sec. of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, viz.: ‘In all suits upon policies of 
insurance on life hereafter issued by any 
company doing business in this State it shall 
be no defense that the assured committed 
suicide, uniess it shall be shown that the as- 
sured contemplated suicide at the time he 
made his application for the policy, and any 
stipulation in the policy to the con trary shal 
be void.

A BOLD CONSPIRACY. . 
Alleged Plot to Deprive a Daughter of 
Her Fathers Estate. 

Bosrox, Mass., May 16.—A suit brought by 
Fanny Brown to recover her share as an heir 
of William White, who died in this State in 
3883, leaving property in Michigan valued at 


$200,000 or more, is before the Supreme Court, 
and aas developed a remarkable story of 


ter of any of her father’s estate. 
Campbell married Widower White over forty 
years ago she was employed in his printing 
Office. She and the step-daughter, Fanny, 
were on the best terms, but trouble soon de- 
veloped, and in 1861 Fanny was forced to leave 
her father’s house. She returned, however, in 
1966, after a reconciliation. White's property 
included a valuable tract of land in Michigan, 
which he had received in payment of notes 
he held against the debtor. When he died he 
left no will, and his widow desired to claim’ 
the whole estate. The daughter asserted her 
right toa share of the property. Soon after 
this it is alleged that a conspiracy was 
formed between Mrs. White, Fietcher and 
James Campbell, brother of Mrs. White, 
Mrs. Brown, the daughterof White 
(she having married A. W. Brown, a patent 
solicitor), was to be defrauded of her share 
of the property. In order to put this alleged 
conspiracy into execution!it became neces- 
sary, as alleged in the bill now before the | 
Oourt, not only to commit, as is claimed, sev- 
eral forgeries, but also to bring forwarda 
new heir, or rathera new owner for what 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown claimed was White's 
„ To show that White had never 
received the land in payment for that note it 
became necessary, it is alleged, for Fletcher 
and his so-called conspirators to show that 
the note had been paid in some other way, 
and to do so it is charged that the boldest 
measures, forgeries and mutilation of account 
books was resorted to. After White's death 
Mrs. White and Fletcher and James Campbell 
severally declared that the property had 
never belonged to White; he was simply act- 
ing as guardian for Newell Bogers Campbell, 
the child of a man who worked for White as 
bookkeeper, and had been frequently be- 
friended by White. The case has been pend- 
ing fifteen years, but it is expected that a 
final hearing on the Master's report will take 
place in June when some interesting evidence 
will be produced.

Deception Practiced by Bank Officials in 
Covering Up the Shortage. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 16.—At the hearing 
of Gideon .

Drew stated that Marsh 
and Lawrence had acknowledged to him their 
manipulation of the bank’s books.
